Is Seen Now 
As A Menace 

Dr. Brooks Says Economic 
Problems Must Be Treated 
From World Angle 


Emphasis on personal religion 
tather than institutional religion, 
and an economic transition to 
something like socialism were 
two important tendencies pointed 
out by Dr. Raymond Brooks dur¬ 
ing a dinner meeting at the 
Congregational Church on Fri¬ 
day night. Dr. Brooks is profes¬ 
sor of religion at Pomona Col¬ 
lege and gave the first of a ser¬ 
ies of four addresses to a large 
audience which listened with 
rapt attention. 

The world is plainly at the end 
of an epoch, declared Dr. Brooks. 
Change is in the air. With a 
rapid review of the many baf¬ 
fling problems of the present, Dr. 
Brooks pointed out some of the 
things which indicate a turn of 
the road. The great cities built 
during the past 100 years appear 
to have reached the necessity for 
de-centralization. Basic industries 
of England are now on a con¬ 
tracting market. England and 
other European countries are at 
the point of over-population. 
Practically all nations are stag¬ 
gering under a debt burden which 
means exceedingly high taxation 
for a long period, if not world 
bankruptcy. The dole system is 
breaking the morale 6f the Eng¬ 
lish people in a way to prove 
that that is not the way out. 

It is plain, declared Dr. Brooks, 
that our pressing economic prob¬ 
lems cannot be solved locally, but 
must be treated as world prob¬ 
lems. We are not near the end 
of the development of the ma¬ 
chine age. Machine development 
has even progressed during de¬ 
pression years. We must learn to 
adjust ourselves to it, with prop¬ 
er regard for use of the result¬ 
ing leisure time. 

Measurement of wealth in 
terms of human values instead of 
money values is seen in some de¬ 
gree by Dr. Brooks. Money must 
be regarded as having value only 
as it widens the mind, ennobles 
the purpose and deepens sym¬ 
pathy. 

Present movements of the hu¬ 
man mind are toward something 
closely akin to socialism, declared 
l-j>r. Brooks. This has nothing to 
do with political party doctrines, 
as shown by the social minded¬ 
ness of steps taken by the pres¬ 
ent administration. A few years 
ago these would have been re¬ 
garded as extremely radical. But 
now even conservative England 
is ahead of us in its social pro¬ 
gram. Frankly, said the speaker, 
civilization is jeopardized unless 
forces which are socially neces¬ 
sary are brought under social 
control. 

The old doctrines of national¬ 
ism and rugged individualism 
have played a useful purpose in 
their time, but Dr. Brooks felt 
that they have now become a 
menace. A spirit of intelligent

Plans for an active campaign 
to raise funds necessary to main¬ 
tain the two Sierra Madre Boy 
Scout Troops, were completed on 
Monday at a meeting, in the 
home of Colonel H. B. Hersey, of 
the Community Executive Com¬ 
mittee, Boy Scouts of America. 

Contributions are to be receiv¬ 
ed at the City Hall and a corps 
of active, public-spirited citizens 
has volunteered to arouse the 
public to the need of aiding the 
Boy Scout movement. 

Under the plans developed by 
the newly elected executive com¬ 
mittee two new Boy Scout troops 
are to be organized here without 
additional cost to the community 
This will give boys of 12 years or 
over, as well as their parents, an 
opportunity to enjoy the benefits 
of Scouting. 

The highest possible quality of 
Scout instruction is to be main¬ 
tained and the troops are to re¬ 
ceive the full advantages of Class 
A Scouting at a reduction in cost 
under last year. The service is 
costing only 50 cents a month per 
boy and 40 cents for each regis¬ 
tered member of the Boy Scout 
organization in the city. This is 
lower comparatively, than most 
other communities in the Pasade¬ 
na-San Gabriel Council. 

In spite of the reduction in 
cost the service to be given the 
boys is being increased. Sierra 
Madre scouts are to have the 
assistance of an organized corps 
of trained counsellors in more 
than 100 subjects to aid them in 
their vocational selections. Train 
ing is to be given also in chiv 
airy, woodcraft, patriotism, 
brotherhood, campcraft, seaman¬ 
ship and reverence, combined un¬ 
der the heading of Character 
Building and Citizenship Train¬ 
ing.

Far from being the evil genius 
he so often is painted, Adolph 
Hitler, chancellor of Germany, 
is a remarkably fine, humani¬ 
tarian character, who is accomp¬ 
lishing wonders in the reorgani¬ 
zation of his country. 

Mrs. W. T. McKee, 618 High¬ 
land avenue, who has just re¬ 
turned from a three months' tour 
of Germany and Austria, ex¬ 
pressed this opinion of the man 
who holds the center spotlight in 
Europe today. Mrs. McKee was 
born in Germany and has many 
relatives there. She has visited 
Europe twenty-six times since 
coming to America and has spent 
much time in Germany before 
and since the War. 

“The change that Chancellor 
Hitler has wrought in his coun¬ 
try is amazing to the visitor who 
is fortunate enough to be able to 
make comparisons with 'its pre¬ 
vious condition,” said Mrs. Mc¬ 
Kee yesterday. "After all I have 
read in the phpers I went on my 
trip this time expecting to find 
a most terribly disturbed nation, 
disrupted by incipent revolution 
and ruled by a man who had 
gone mad with power, 


Dr. Andrew B. Peak, of 221 
Auburn avenue, died October 26 
in the Pasadena Hospital from 
injuries received when struck by 
the Westbound Santa Fe Chief at 
4:22 p.m. the same day. He is 
reported to have driven his auto¬ 
mobile in front of the slowly 
moving train at the Walnut 
street and Santa Anita avenue 
crossing, Pasadena, as he and 
Mrs. Peak were coming ■ east on 
Walnut street, evidently bound 
for their home here. 

The Santa Fe train, a minute 
or two ahead of schedule, was 
running very slowly when the el¬ 
derly driver, apparently not hear¬ 
ing either the bell or whistle of 
the train or seeing the wig-wag 
in the center of Walnut street, 
drove directly in front of the lo¬ 
comotive. The auto almost cleared 
the tracks, but the pilot caught 
the light sedan at the left rear 
wheel shoving the car about so 
that it was parallel to the train 
but headed in the Opposite direc¬ 
tion. The force of \ the shock 
hurled the auto against the heavy 
post holding up the crossing 
warning. The door on the\ driver’s 
side of the machine swuni open, 
when the auto hit the post, and 
Mr. Peak was thrown out oiD his 
head and then rolled under the 
baggage car of the train. \ 
The train was stopped within 
100 feet of the crossing. Dr.' 
Joseph P. Szukalski, of Pasadena, 
was a witness, driving by with a 
passenger in his car. He ran to 
the side of the injured man and 
with the assistance of his pas¬ 
senger took Dr. Peak to an 
emergency hospital. He passed 
away that night, without regain¬ 
ing consciousness. 

Mrs. Peak suffered only cuts 
and bruises on her neck, chest 
and right arm. 

Dr. Peak was born in Chilli- 
cothe, Missouri, May 22, 1855, 

and practiced dentistry for over 
30 years; a few years in Holden, 
Mo., and Las Vegas, Nev., but 
the major portion of the time ir 
Salt Lake City, Utah. He can

An entirely new angle on the 
free-distribution paper and its ef¬ 
fect on the paid-subscription 
newspaper was given in a talk 
recently by Morris D. Townsend, 
president of the Advertising Club 
of Denver, Colorado. 

t Mr. Townsend stated that some 
of the larger chains had declared 
against the free-distribution me¬ 
dia. This is not especially be¬ 
cause they have a great deal of 
brotherly love for the newspaper, 
but because they want and need 
a good strong newspaper in every 
community in which they are do¬ 
ling business and in which they 
have an investment simply be¬ 
cause they want those commun¬ 
ities to prosper and grow in or¬ 
der that their investments may 

# grow in value and their store ac¬ 
tivities expand. They realize that 
the patronizing of the free me¬ 
dium weakens the newspaper and 
restricts its influence for com¬ 
munity development and better¬ 
ment. 

“One of the worst and most 
dangerous developments,” said 
Mr. Townsend, “is the fact that 
the merchants who weaken their 
newspapers become the prey of 
neighboring communities, usually 
larger cities which have stronger 
newspapers. 

“The metropolitan daily news¬ 
paper," he said, "has lost con- j 
slderable ground in the past few ! 
years to good local newspapers 
which give complete local news, j

Hitler Much Lied 
About Says Visitor 
To Her Former Home 

(Continued from Paye One) 
come by the simple means of 
bringing together people from 
different parts of the country 
so that they might find that their 
opinions regarding each other 
were without basis. 

“Without arms or ammunition 
he has organized one of the fin¬ 
est drilled armies in the world. 
To see these men and boys, of 
all ages and sizes but organized 
into companies and regiments of 
marvelous uniformity, is a sight 
that would stir a thrill in any¬ 
one. These storm troops in them¬ 
selves are a remarkable achieve¬ 
ment. 

Cause of Boycotts 

“It is difficult for people in 
America to understand the situ¬ 
ation in Germany because the 
situation here is so different. If. 
when a Democratic administra¬ 
tion was elected, the Republicans 
took their defeat with bad grace 
and set about deliberately to 
wreck the country the parallel 
would be somewhat similar. When 
they saw the Nazis gaining 
strength and straightening out 
conditions, a faction, most of 
whose leaders happened to be 
Jews, imported communist agita¬ 
tors to stir up trouble. This was 


the original cause of the disturb¬ 
ances which led to the order Ex¬ 
pelling Jews. 

“Only those who have refused 
to accept the Nazi principles 
and support the government are 
being expelled. Boycotts have 
been established only against 
those business men who have 
withheld their allegiance to the 
ruling power. The people of the 
United States would have little 
patience with a party, faction or 
race, whatever it might be. which 
refused to .abide by the will of 
the majority and support our 
government. That is precisely the 
way the Germans feel today. And 
it is by no means the Jews alone 
who are feeling the stern hand of 
a government that has the people 
behind it. 

Like Mussolini 

"There has been little blood¬ 
shed and violence in these ex¬ 
pulsions. The Nazi troops, I was 
told, did not even have bullets | 
for their guns. Two of the sold¬ 
iers were killed and several 
rioters were injured but that was 
the extent of the actual violence. 
The stories of atrocities being | 
perpetrated upon residents of 
Germany are vile lies. 

“Hitler is a Humanitarian and 
his whole soul is wrapped up in 
his country and its welfare. The 
people, even to the little children, 
love him. I have seen him ex¬ 
tend his hand as he passed a 
strange dog on the street and 
seen that dog come up to him. 
A man must have the right stuff 
in him to get such a response 
from an animal as sensitive to 
character as a dog. ^ 

“Only on one point could lP 
criticize Hitler; in some ways he 
seems to be trying to follow too 
much in Mussolini’s footsteps. I 
don’t mean that he is aping 
Mussolini, but one or two of his 
policies tend toward those of the 
fascist leader. Generally speak¬ 
ing Hitler is a great man and 
he will bring Germany out of its 
crisis if other nations will leave i 
him alone.”

custom, of tradition; scales of 
selfishness. Justice will never be 
able to brush these scales away 
but necessity can and will do it. 

"How? I might point out that 
chattel slavery r would be with us 
today if it had been left for 
justice to free the slaves. But the 
eastern financiers (Wall street 
then as now) learned from ex¬ 
perience that they could not con¬ 
trol the financial machine of the 
South so long as it was sup¬ 
plied with limitless free labor by 
slaves. Similarly today it would 
be hopeless to try and introduce 
the Single Tax. 

"But there is a more compel¬ 
ling influence working than 
justice—the question of business. 
The trade people are finding that 
their business depends upon the 
purchasing power of the people 
and they are beginning to note 
that the people’s power to pro¬ 
duce is derived from access to 
the land.” 

Mr. Dyer told of a meeting 
where the sponsors of the Riley- 
Stewart tax plan were speaking 
and how he pqt out a question 
sheet asking those gentlemen to 
give their views upon the ques¬ 
tion of abolishing taxes and col¬ 
lecting the rental value of land. 

All the reply that came from 
the array of 10 speakers who oc¬ 
cupied the rostrum at Los An¬ 
geles High School on June 7, was 
the remark by Ray L. Riley that: 
“There has not been a new ty r pe 
of taxation devised since the days 
of Rome." 

“What an accusation to hurl 
at our 1933 civilization," said 
Mr. Dyer. “I think it is time that 
the people took up the question 
of a different method of collect¬ 
ing public revenue.” 

He told how he is establishing 
Single Tax study clubs where 
this science will be studied. 

“I trust," he said, "there is 
not one present who belongs to 
that class who say ‘It can’t be 
done.’ I hope you are from Mis¬ 
souri and willing to believe when 
snown. Social improvement does 
not come from the top down¬ 
ward, but always starts below 
and works upward and as a rule 
by bloody revolution. Let us use 
our brains and perfect a higher 
social order and do it with peace¬ 
ful intelligence." 

As proof of his argument Mr. 
Dyer gave quotations from the 
Bible ns follows: Exodus 20:12; 
Ezekil 33:24; Micha 2:2, 4:4; 

Isiah 5:8, 1:4 , 65:21-22; Nehe- 
miah 5:11; Eccles 5:9; Matt. 5:5, 
23:14 and quoted Frances E. Wil¬ 
lard "I saw in Henry George's 
proposal an effort to establish a 
principle which, when established, 
will do more to lift humanity 
from the slough of poverty, 
crime, and misery than all else, 
and in this I recognize it as one 
of the greatest forces working 
for temperance and morality." 

At the conclusion several ques¬ 
tions were ask >d and satisfac¬ 
torily answered by Mr. Dyer. 

The club extended a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Dyer for his very 
interesting remaJks. He was in¬ 
troduced by ChMrman Middough, 
of the program Committee.
